THE WEEKLY TRADE CIRCULAR. 

In presenting the first number of the 
Weekly Trade Circular, the editor 
frankly admits that it is by no means a fair 
sample of what he has promised to make it. He 
offers no other excuse than that it is the first 
number. The various elements of the pub¬ 
lication will not allow it to take the desired 
shape until after the appearance of two or 
three numbers. It is not lack of material, 
but an oversupply in some departments, which 
makes others deficient. In a few depart¬ 
ments, however, such as Music, Works of Art, 
Stationer^', and Fancy Goods, the new year 
has not yet produced enough to make them 
prominent features. It will, moreover, require 
some time before publishers of music and 
. manufacturers of stationery and fancy goods, 
who heretofore have not been adequately 
represented by an organ of their own, can be 
induced to supply promptly the information 
needed. 

The promised lists of foreign books could 
not be given, as no record of foreign books 
issued in 1872 had reached this country at 
the time of going to press. Several other 
features, sufch as “ Lists of Books Received,” 
“ Catalogues Wanted and Received,” and 
Dealers’ Business Cards were crowded out by 
other matter which would not admit of delay, 
and which already exceeded the allotted edi¬ 
torial space. All these deficiencies the editor 
hopes to supply in a few weeks. 

A profnpt and full business record will al¬ 
ways form the main feature of the “ Weekly ; ” 
but it is the aim of the editor at the same 
time to make the Trade Circular a repre¬ 
sentative organ of the spirit of the trade, by 
admitting any exchange of views, or discus¬ 
sion on trade matters, that may lead to a re¬ 
form of abuses, to a better understanding be¬ 
tween publishers and dealers, and to a more 
congenial spirit among the trade in general. 

The editor also aims to make the Trade 
Circular an organ of trade education, by 
gathering from all available sources any mate¬ 
rial that may contribute to a more thorough 
business knowledge. He has in preparation a 
series of articles treating of the experiences, 
usages, and business management of the trade 
in foreign countries. In view of the new move¬ 


ment among the Publishers’ Board of Trade, 
to include miscellaneous as well as education¬ 
al publishers, and thus to form a Union, which 
must finally become a general Booksellers’ 
Union, the editor will begin the series with 
an article on the German “ Borsenverein,” the 
oldest and best organized Booksellers’ Union 
of the world. 

In conclusion, the editor offers his hearty 
thanks for the prompt and cordial response 
with which the announcement of the Weekly 
Trade Circular has been met.

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LITERATURE IN AMERICA IN 1871. 

Introductiofi to the American Catalogue for 1871. 

I. 

The year 1871 has been one prolific of Eng¬ 
lish literature, on both sides of the ocean 
which at once divides and unites the two 
great English-speaking peoples. Perspective 
demands distance, nor is the pattern of events 
rightly discernible at close sight; and years 
must go by before the relative importance of 
books and writers of to-day can be thoroughly 
determined. But so far as can be judged at 
the end of a year, it is one whose works will 
be remembered. All the great poets and 
most of the other great thinkers of the pass¬ 
ing generation still remain to us, and have 
been during the year representatively pro¬ 
ductive, and*there have been further develop¬ 
ments of the “new school,” if such it shall 
prove to be. Tennyson, Robert Browning, 
William Morris, Swinburne, Robert Buchan¬ 
an, Marston, Bickersteth, and Dr. Hake; 
Bryant, Longfellow, Whittier, Ellery Chan- 
ning, Bret Harte, Joaquin Miller, Walt Whit¬ 
man, and John Hay have published, in one 
shape or another, and these names include 
nearly all those of repute or disrepute in poetry. 
Charles Reade, Wilkie Collins, Mrs. Muloch 
Craik, the Trollopes, Charles Lever, Miss 
Marryat, and Farjeon; Mrs. Stowe, Mrs. 
Whitney, Miss Phelps, and Miss Alcott cover 
the fictional ground; and the year has also 
seen the beginning of Hawthorne’s great post¬ 
humous romance and of a new novel from 
George Eliot. Darwin, Tyndall, and Huxley; 
Ruskin, Lowell, Holmes, Herbert Spencer, 
Froude, Beecher and most of the great theolo¬ 
gians, with Jenkins, the great satirist of the cen¬ 
tury, complete a list such as it will be found 
difficult to rival from any year of the past. 
Carlyle also has been busy at an important 
revision of his works, and a new volume from 
Emerson 1871 has but just missed. Curtis, 
our most graceful essayist, has been writing 
continuously, but not in book form. In fact, 
the literary activity of the past year has been 
exceptional. It may be that some day pos¬ 
terity will pronounce ours also to have been a 
golden age—yet lacking the glory of an one 
greatest name—though we know it not. For 
it is yesterday or to-morrow, always, that is to 
us most splendid. 

It will be noticed that the year is further re¬ 
markable for this, that America has given to 
the mother country, in several departments of 
literature, not so much less than she has re¬ 
ceived. Indeed, the veer-about of English sen¬ 
timent and the copyright muddle have been 
combining to produce a curious result—that 
American books should be first published and 
new American writers first find favor and fame 
on English soil, the rule holding also vice ve?'sa 
to a degree. There are causes which make 
the immediate future of literature in this coun¬ 
try seem very bright, to which also the lite¬ 
rary results of the year past may be in great 
measure traced. A great war, especially a 
home war, which goes straight to the heart- 
mature of a people, has commonly given birth 


to a'revival in literature, and ours has been 
doubly effective in this direction. It has per¬ 
meated our whole people with that glow of 
patriotism, that enthusiasm for truth and right 
and all that is glorious and Godlike, which is 
the very mother-heat of great deeds in litera¬ 
ture as in life, formative in writers, sympathet¬ 
ically receptive in the reading public; and it 
has also brought to the surface that scum of 
society, the shams and shoddyites, which to¬ 
day reawakens righteous indignation, and in 
both politics and literature leads to a second 
great uprising against the wrong and the false. 
Activities are quicker than in the former days, 
and we already feel the moulding results of 
our war in the world of thought. Simultane¬ 
ously, our far West has reached that stage of 
progress, when men have rest from their first 
life-struggles with rough Nature, without for¬ 
getting what they have learned from the 
friendly foe, which is the genesis of fresh, 
strong, untrammelled thought, such as first 
finds expression as a rule in poetry and story¬ 
telling—the literature of observation,. as that 
of a further progress is the literature of reflec¬ 
tion. In short, it seems the time when the 
triumphs of two great wars—the one with Na¬ 
ture, the other with man—unite in a strong 
formative influence upon the literary activity 
of this new country, while the present peace 
and security of most of our land, with the 
very highly developed culture of a large part 
of our people—evidenced by the wide sales of 
such scholarly and costly works as Jowett’s 
“Plato” and Taine’s “English Literature,” 
and the fact that the pianoforte trade is now the 
third manufacturing interest of the United 
States—receptive of the highest order of work, 
unite on their part to produce appreciation, en¬ 
couragement, and reward for all meritorious 
literary work. It is seldom in the history of 
any literature that so many favoring conditions 
thus conjoin. 

To attempt some brief and necessarily im¬ 
perfect review of the chief accomplishments 
in each department, giving as nearly as may 
be the tenor of the general critical estimate 
thereupon : In poetry the event which is per¬ 
haps of first importance is the totally unex¬ 
pected publication of Longfellow’s “ The Di¬ 
vine Tragedy,” the first portion of a trilogy 
upon which he had been twenty years at work, 
of which “ The Golden Legend” and “The 
New England Tragedies” are respectively 
second and third. It is a reverent and noble 
rendering into elevated verse, preserving al¬ 
most the very gospel diction, of the life of the 
Saviour, with the addition of traditionally sug¬ 
gested minor characters who throw light upon 
the main figure. Th*e careful repression of 
self in the first part, and the characteristic 
beauties of this poet given in the second, are 
equally admirable. Bryant has given us the 
first volume of his translation of the Odyssey, 
a work worthily and gloriously successful, both 
as an English poem and as a rendering of 
Homer—a new and more complete collection 
of his own poems has also been published— 
and we have also Bayard Taylor’s translation 
of the mystical and perplexing second part of 
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Goethe’s “Faust,” another volume worthy to 
rank with those others of superb shape in 
which America has given to English literature 
within five years its best versions of the world’s 
greatest epics. Our catholic, all-absorbing 
position among the nations has probably much 
to do with our notable success in naturalizing 
tlie great works of other tongues. 

The “ sensation ” of the year has been Joa¬ 
quin Miller’s “ Songs of the Sierras,” hailed in 
England as the glorious first fruits of that long- 
looked-for “new American school,” of which 
Walt Whitman had just before been regarded 
the pioneer. The latter, during the year, deliv¬ 
ered a characteristic poem of some length, 
“ After all but to create only,” before the Amer¬ 
ican Institute, which is new evidence to show 
that behind all his silly affectedness and dry 
cataloguing there is a fresh, broad, wholesome 
Americanism ‘that may some day prove his 
English admirers in the right. Miller, as re¬ 
published in his own country, was generally 
regarded as a poet of great dramatic power 
and of intensity in description, but lacking in 
truth and genuine local coloring, and not so 
phenomenally original as it was thought in 
England. This California comet has plunged 
into tropical America, and his promised re¬ 
appearance after two years’ study may resolve 
the current doubts whether he is sufficiently 
strong to maintain the fame first accorded 
him. Second-only to this “sensation ” was 
that made by Col. John Hay—“ Pike County 
Ballads, and other Pieces.” An almost unfor¬ 
tunate cleverness in reproducing in telling 
verse the challenging blasphemy of certain 
productions of our Western border made him 
instantaneously famous; the other ballads, of 
some power and sweetness, would give him 
average rank among minor poets. Bret 
Harte’s volume of “East and West Poems” 
is a monument of versatility, embracing more, 
but less great, of his crystallizations from rude 
mining life, tenderly poetic verses from New 
England subjects, and some'parodies and sat¬ 
ires—but unequal and much below his reputa¬ 
tion. 

“The Wanderer,” bv William Ellery Chan- 
ning, of the Emerson-Thoreau circle, is a 
philosophical study of Nature combining 
characteristics of "both those writers. His 
frequent lack of clearness limits his reception. 
“ Southern Voices,” by Dr. Wm. H. Holcombe, 
a Swedenborgian, discloses that seer insight 
and sublime faith which is a function of the 
greatest poets, and as a promise is one of the 
most notable volumes of the year. R. H. 
Stoddard, in “The Book of the East, and 
other Poems,” has given us most graceful and 
poetic adaptations of Asian lyrics, and origi¬ 
nal poems of power and merit. Willie Win¬ 
ter photographs the reckless spirit of “ Bohe- 
mianism,” and has pleasing love poems in 
“My Witness.” J. J. Platt, in “Land¬ 
marks and other Poems,” tenderly embalms 
the poetry of Western changes, and displays 
a delicate, various, and beauty-laden fancy. 
Mrs. S. M. B. Piatt’s “A Woman’s Poems ” 
are sweet and fanciful, but she loses herself 
among words. Mr. R. H. Newell’s “Versa¬ 


tilities” are as their name, some of his hu¬ 
morous poems being capital; the same is 
to be said of Wm. Allen Butlers “ Poems ”; 
Lucy H. Hooper’s varied “ Poems ” are of 
considerable merit, and there have been nu¬ 
merous other volumes of magazine poetry of 
less note. Whittier has collected the most 
beautiful child-poems in “Child-Life”; and 
Edgar Fawcett, a promising magazine poet, 
and Marian Douglas, have published volumes 
of juvenile poems, not, however, of excep¬ 
tional merit. There has been exceptionally 
clever work in vers de societe and the like : J. 
W. Loring’s “ Boston Dip,” P. R. Strong’s 
“‘Awful’ and other Jingles,” and Gavilan« 
Peak’s “ The Struggle for Existence”; but 
the main purely humorous works have been 
two fresh volumes from Mr. Leland—Hans 
Breitmann “as Uhlan” and “in Europe,” 
both capital fun-making—the former “doing” 
the German war experience in France with 
the old grim humor, and the latter burlesquing 
the Rhine sentiment, and finding good sub¬ 
jects for clever treatment here and there about 
Europe. A bright book on “ Macaronic Po¬ 
etry,” and other literary “curios,” with a col¬ 
lection of those specimens of Parnassian high 
life below stairs, comes from James Appleton 
Morgan. There has been the usual “ novel in 
verse,” even more trashy and more a failure 
than usual—“ Stolen Waters,” by Celia A. 
Gardner. Mrs. Cora L. V. Tappan’s spiritu¬ 
alistic “Hesperia” is one of the most ambi¬ 
tious and absurd attempts in poetry, though 
with individual redeeming features; and an¬ 
other abomination worthy of note, as showing 
unfortunate tendencies of unlimited free think¬ 
ing and unconsidered “ free ” speech, is 
“Amours Divines.” The minor poetasters 
have been busy chiefly with imitations of Bret 
Harte and John Hav, in the so-called school 
of “ dialect poetry,” of which they are the 
founders and head. The results have been 
truly awful, and “ dialect,” too often made to 
serve as a convenient cloak for commonplace, 
is thus digging its own grave. Its popularity 
has been surprising. 

Of humor and satire in prose we have had 
little, unless we count “ Lord Bantam ” an 
American product, its author, the greatest 
satirist of the age, being Canadian born and 
bred, though now writing in and for England, 
Probably this wonderful exposd of the weak¬ 
ness of the English hereditary principle and 
of the current highflying “isms” could not 
have been written except by one trained to the 
more catholic vision of America. Orpheus 
C. Kerr’s (Mr. R. H. Newell) comic novel, 
“The Asters and Disasters of Society,” is 
well constructed and clever, and burlesques 
certain styles admirably, but is weighed down 
by a superfluity of puns and other cheap fun. 
Bret Harte has added burlesques of Disraeli 
and Reade to his “ Condensed Novels,” which 
have been well received, though pure buffoon¬ 
ery. “The Life of Jefferson S. Batkins” 
is a fairly good satire against over-sharp coun¬ 
try legislators. Richard Grant White has pub¬ 
lished a cheap Darwinian burlesque, “The Fall 
of Man,” and a first part of “ The Chronicles of 
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Gotham,” reviving, not with extraordinary suc¬ 
cess, his old mock-scripture diction ; and a 
poor imitation—“Miss Columbia’s Public 
School ”—of “ Dame Europa’s School ” has 
owed its success chiefly to Nast’s illustrations. 
The peculiarly “ American ” humorists, 
Mark Twain and Josh Billings, have published 
characteristic but unimportant brochures , the 
one an “ Autobiography,” the other his “ Al- 
minax.” 

Of fiction American in origin, subject, and 
<tone, there has been a considerable production 
•during the year, while in the average run of 
novels there has been a close competition 
with English hedonists, although the cheap¬ 
ness of uncopyrighted reprints gives the lat¬ 
ter great advantage. Of American novels of 
the year, very nearly three-quarters, and 
those highest in merit, have been by women, 
and “ the woman question,” as the main so¬ 
cial problem of the day, has been the subject 
of several. Mrs. Stowe’s two novels, “ My 
Wife and I,” a vigorous work describing with 
a rare knowledge of life, but some practical 
blunders, the career of a young journalist, 
and discussing eii passant, from the common- 
sense side, the current tendencies and eccen¬ 
tricities, and “ Pink and White Tyranny,” a 
highly-colored picture of a flirt's life, were 
both so suggested. “ Etiene, a Woman’s 
Right,” by Mary Clemmer Ames, is a close 
study of life and character in New England 
towns, of great power, promising great things 
for the writer. Miss Phelps, in “ The Silent 
Partner,” a sketch somewhat overstrained and 
artificial jn color, vindicates woman’s rights 
in business. Both these, as also “ The Mills 
of Tuxbury,” a bright, affecting story from 
Virginia F. Townsend, deal largely with the 
New England cotton-mill people. 

But that book of the year in fiction, which 
will live, as for all time, and ultimately be con¬ 
sidered greatest, is Mrs. A. D. T. Whitney’s 
Xi Real Folks,” though the circle which sees 
the importance of her work is yet small. 
There is no one writing who has so deep and 
true an insight into the great questions of life, 
as they present themselves day by day, in lit¬ 
tle things, while yet so clearly practical in 
holding and influencing her reader. A minor 
story, “ Zerub Throop’s Experiment,” partakes 
of these characteristics. She belongs to a 
school growing up about Boston, of which also 
is Edward Everett Hale, the missionary Mun¬ 
chausen. A project of his, a joint novel by 
six of these authors, begun during the year,is 
worth mention. Mr. and Miss Hale, Mrs. 
Stowe, Mrs. Whitney, F. B. Perkins, and the 
late F. W. Loring were the original partici¬ 
pants in the most notable example of collabo¬ 
ration yet undertaken. 

Of other works dealing with life in its 
deeper as well as social aspects are “Shiloh,” 
by W. L. M. Jay, “Aunt Jane’s Hero,” by 
Mrs. E. Prentiss, and “Foundations,” by 
Rose Porter—all bright, healthful, and good, 
the first-named especially. “ The American 
Cardinal,” a distinctively religious and, in¬ 
deed, polemical work of fiction, directed 
against Rome, was so wooden and ill-written 


as to have won only general ridicule. “ Mar¬ 
ried for both Worlds,” by Mrs. A. E. Porter, 
whose title aroused attention in this direction, 
proved a commonplace “ eternal love ” story. 
“The Foe in the Household,” by Caroline 
Chesebro’, is a highly effective novel, making 
careful study of one of the numerous odd re¬ 
ligious sects existing in this country. 

This growing tendency of our home writers 
toward special study and fitting record of the 
many local and other variations of life and 
character existing in America deserves all 
encouragement. Besides those already re¬ 
ferred to incidentally as of this direction, Ed¬ 
ward Eggleston’s “ Hoosier Schoolmaster” is 
a vigorous, graphic sketch of early life in the 
West; J. W. De Forest’s “Overland” is a 
stirring, powerful novel of life on the Plains ; 
Mrs. Stowe’s “Oldtown Fireside Stories” 
are capital renderings of old New Eng¬ 
land traditions; “ Dukesborough Tales,” by 
“ Philemon Perch,” are worthy of mention as 
describing Southern characteristics with fideli¬ 
ty and spirit, and of much promise ; and 
“ Myself,” an otherwise poor anonymous novel, 
is somewhat redeemed by truth to Yankee 
customs. Mrs. Yelverton’s Yo-Semite novel, 
“ Zanita,” and Justin McCarthy’s powerful 
“Lady Judith: a Tale of Two Continents,” 
though by English writers, should be noted 
here. 

OF novels American in scene, but not spe¬ 
cially distinctive in subject, are “Morton 
House,” a Southern novel by Miss Fisher, 
fresh, interesting, excellently written, and of 
great promise; “Reginald Archer,” by Mrs. 
Seemuller, which trenches on doubtful social 
topics unhesitatingly, and is vigorous and pow¬ 
erful, if not altogether acceptable; “Richard 
. Vandermarck,” by Mrs. S. R. Harris, author 
of “Rutledge,” whose principal character is 
the fascinating, foreign, and melancholy tutor; 

“ Lucia : Her Problem,” by Amanda M. Doug¬ 
lass, which works out the opposing characters 
of a stern Calvinistic father and a sunny, 
elastic-tempered girl into a tale of considera¬ 
ble dramatic power; “Something to Do,” a 
story largely theatrical, of average merit and 
power; “The Island Neighbors,” a pleasing 
but not great summer story, by Mrs. Antoi¬ 
nette Brown Blackwell; “Milbank,” by Mrs. 
Mary J. Holmes, of her good average; “The 
Widower,” a lively, unpretending story, by 
Julie P. Smith; “Palaces and Prisons,” one 
of Mrs. Ann S. Stephens’s numberless alliter¬ 
ative novels ; and a super-sensational tale from 
Mrs. Southworth, published as two, “Cruel 
as the Grave” and “Tried for her Life.” 

The death of Frederick Wadsworth Loring, 
regarded generally as the young man of most 
literary promise in all America, has been our 
greatest loss in literature; his “Two College 
Friends,” a noble, pathetic sketch from war 
memories, is his memorial. Also of war time 
is John Esten Cooke’s Virginia novel, “Out 
of the Foam,” of interest and of considera¬ 
ble merit; and “The Sisters of Orleans ” is 
a frightful and, in many respects, ill-advised 
reproduction of one of the ante-war slavery 
horrors. Emma L. Moffatt, in “Crown Jew- 
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els,” not a remarkable literary success, treats 
of Maximilian’s history in Mexico. 

All the above-mentioned works “stick to 
the soil ”—a most happy revolution from late 
literary fashions. The noteworthy American- 
written novels laid abroad are: “Woven of 
Many Threads,” a dilettante Italian novel of 
many merits ; “ Ina,” a highly-wrought tale of 
Italian tragedy, by “Katherine Valerio”; 
“Strife,” a mistily metaphysical German story, 
by Mrs. E. D. Wallace ; “The Cryptogram,” 
a story fearfully and wonderfully made, after 
Wilkie Collins, by James De Mille, and duly 
exciting; “Blue Jackets,” a cheap nautical 
novel, by “ Edward Greey ” ; “ Arabesques,” 
weird fantasies of Middle-Age mysticism, quite 
successful after their unpleasant fashion, by 
Mrs. Richard S. Greenough ; and that most 
wonderful product of the human brain, “ Dela- 
plaine,” by Mansfield Tracy Walworth—a 
nineteenth-century Arabian Nights tale which 
is its own burlesque.

THE STATIONERY AND FANCY TRADES. 

The holiday demand for stationery and 
fancy articles being over, the current sales are 
of goods for immediate use, and, as usual at 
this period, are light in the aggregate. Staple 
articles are selling fairly, the fitting up of new 
offices, etc., at the beginning of the year hav¬ 
ing created a want for this class of goods ; but 
in fancies there is very little doing. The 
holiday trade was of about average volume, 
although the sales to some of the leading 
Western markets were far below the usual 
amount. Chicago was formerly an important 
distributive point; but much of the trade which 
has hitherto been done with that city was lost 
this season in consequence of the destructive 
fire of October. Previous to and until that oc¬ 
currence the trade of 1871 had been very satis¬ 
factory ; but the subsequent movement was 
comparatively light, especially in* foreign 
goods. There was a necessary demand for 
staple stationery and desk furniture as rapidly 
as business was resumed in that city ; but 
the sales of goods to take the place of the 
stocks destroyed have not as yet been more 
than equal to the ordinary trade requirements 
in former years. The losses of the trade by 
the Chicago fire were very heavy. Nearly all 
of the leading houses here were heavy losers 
after making settlements with their Chicago 
creditors ; but the larger houses there have 
Resumed, and are again purchasing. Many of 
the smaller dealers lost their all, and have left 
the trade ; and the bulk of the losses are by 
them. 

All descriptions of writing paper and envel¬ 
opes have been selling well ; and prices have 
been steady, with no material variation. The 
demand for initial note-paper has become very 
important within a year past. The paper used 
is generally foreign, the preference of con¬ 
sumers being for the fine qualities of water- 
lined French note. The stamping, however, 
is done here, and in a manner not excelled by 
the foreign manufacturers. With the excep¬ 


tion of this, there have been few novelties in¬ 
troduced ; and the demand has been for the 
usual variety of goods. 

In fancy articles the trade for 1871 was very 
satisfactory, excepting as it suffered by Chi¬ 
cago. The Franco-Prussian war stopped the 
manufacture of many articles on the Continent, 
and restricted the "importations, so that the 
offerings were at times poorly assorted. Man¬ 
ufacturing has now been generally resumed, 
and goods are coming in more freely, although 
some of the most important French inks have 
not been received in any amounts since the war. 
Notwithstanding the improvements which our 
manufacturers have made, fine foreign inks 
are vastly superior to the domestic, and find 
ready sale at better prices than can be obtained 
for the latter.. The demand for brdinary writ¬ 
ing fluids of domestic manufacture is increas¬ 
ing daily and several new brands have been 
put upon the market within the year. Some 
improved patterns of inkstands, etc., have also 
. been bought out, and have gained popularity 
in proportion to their merits. 

The lead pencil trade is yearly increasing, 
and some new manufacturers are in the field. 
The American Lead Pencil Company resumed 
operations something over a year ago, and is 
now among the largest producers in the coun¬ 
try. The Dixon Crucible Works of Jersey 
City recently began the manufacture of an ex¬ 
cellent quality of pencils, but have not pushed 
the sale of them as yet. Other manufacturers 
“ hold their own ; ”"and there seems to be no 
decrease in the importations. 


LITERARY AND TRADE GOSSIP. 

The 1,554th thousand of Newman Hall’s “ Come 
to Jesus ” has just been issued in England ! 

The interesting subject of “ American Clock¬ 
making ” is to be treated in a new book from Henry 
Terry, of Waterbury, Conn. 

“Caste and Sex,” a new book on the woman 
question, by Mary Clemmer Ames, Washington 
correspondent of and contributor to the Indepc?ident > 
will soon be ready. 

Rev. B. F. De Costa, author of the Lake George 
Guide-book and several historical works, will short¬ 
ly publish “ Notes on the History of Lake George,” 
of which some have been printed in the Bibliopolist. 

Henry Carey Baird, following the essential 
denial of property in literary work by Henry Carey, 
has written a letter on international copyright, in 
which he says: 

“ If these several kinds of property be of such a 
nature as not to entitle them to protection for an 
wilimited period of time, neither may their owners, 
so called, claim as a right their protection through 
unlimited terrestrial space. Such being the case, 
the man who appropriates them where they are not 
protected violates no law, human or divine, and he 
cannot, therefore, justly be called a pirate.” 

His position, further, is that the protection ot 
authors is but of secondary importance in contrast 
with the wider interests of readers. 

The London Bookseller has, of course, its say on 
copvright, and, referring to hitherto existing bases of 
settlement, concludes : 

“ We do not despair of a solution, if those who 
are m6st interested will set about it in a right spirit; 
we do not even despair of the American people 
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agreeing to a fair and equitable International Copy¬ 
right Act. But if we were Americans we would 
■not agree to become parties to any Act at present 
in existence ; and if our authors or large publishers 
think they will be fools enough to do so, we 
u .guess ’ they’ll be disappointed.” 

Hn L'HERTO unpublished poems of Goethe and 
Shelley are to see the light in new volumes an¬ 
nounced abroad. 

Mansfield Tracy Walworth, son of the late 
Chancellor Walworth, has been for some years en¬ 
gaged upon a series of lives of the Chancellors of 
New York State. The life of Chancellor Living¬ 
ston, one of the founders of the Republic, and our 
first Secretary of Foreign Affairs, is now ready for 
the press. It is specially interesting for the extracts 
given from his correspondence with distinguished 
men. In collecting data for these biographies, Mr. 
Walworth has also obtained interesting material, 
which he purposes to work up into a historical 
work, the scene laid on the west bank of the 
Hudson. 

“ George Eliot ” is said to have received the 
largest sum ever agreed beforehand to be paid for 
a novel—^6,000, which was paid for “ Romola ” 
by Smith, Elder & Co., publishers of the Cortihill 
Magazine. 

The new novel by George Eliot. “ Middlemarch,” 
is publishing by the Blackwoods, in .England, in 
eight monthly numbers, duodecimos of about 200 
pages each, at a price equivalent to $1.25. This is 
an attempt by that house, on behalf of publishers in 
general, to break up the present custom of novel¬ 
publishing, which throws all the business of circu¬ 
lation into the hands of “subscription libraries,” 
and out of those of the trade. The English publish¬ 
ers are obliged to look to these almost entirely for 
the sale of general books ; thus Mudie’s alone took 
1,500 copies of “Middlemarch,” 1,000 of Tenny¬ 
son’s new poem (that is, of the Contemporary Review , 
which contained it), and 2,000 of Forster’s Dickens. 
The public has to pay 15 shillings for the ordinary 
three-volume novel, whereas the libraries get it at 
about half off, and only the most popular authors 
have any sale to speak of outside them. The 
breaking up of this system will be of great advan¬ 
tage to the English publishers, if something like 
the American demand for novels can be brought 
about, but the Messrs. Blackwood have taken a 
curious step in virtually raising the price of the 
novel entire to $10. So imbued is the English 
mind with the “circulating” notion, that the 
morning’s Times is frequently hired out by Lon¬ 
don news-stands at so much the hour. 

Mr. M. M. Hurd, of Hurd & Houghton, who 
sailed for Europe on the 10th, expects to remain 
abroad a year or eighteen months. Our readers 
may expect to hear from him during his travels. 
Mr. H. M. Scudder, who, with Mr. George H. Mif¬ 
flin, was admitted to the firm of Hurd & Houghton, 
H- O. Houghton & Co., will take his place ad in¬ 
terim, spending a large part of his time in New 
York. 

There will be more than 250 languages repre¬ 
sented in Triibner’s forthcoming “ Catalogue of 
Dictionaries and Grammars of the Principal Lan¬ 
guages and Dialects of the World.” Only useful 
and attainable works will be mentioned. 

Mr. Smalley, in one of his excellent letters to 
the Tribune , chronicles this curious state of things 
as existing in England : 

“ Great numbers of books are taken from the cir¬ 
culating libraries by subscribers who do not want 
them to read and who never open them, but who 
think it a proper thing that a recently-published 1 


book should be lying about on the drawing-room 
table. The librarians are perfectly aware of their 
customers’ views, hence their readiness to buy from 
the publishers such quantities of unreadable trash.” 

The author of that clever and well-known chil¬ 
dren’s book, “Lilliput Levee,” has just published 
in England “ Lilliput Legends.” 

Gen. Joseph E. Johnston is said to be en¬ 
gaged on a work giving a history of his own cam¬ 
paigns during the war. 

A forthcoming novel from J. C. Jeaffreson has 
the taking title, “ A Woman in Spite of Herself.” 

The author of “ A Trap to Catch a Sunbeam,” 
that popular juvenile, has published a book de¬ 
scribing “ Children of the Olden Time,” their dress, 
amusements, books, etc. 

Victor Hugo has sold three new MSS. to the 
International Publishing Co., Brussels, two of 
poetry, and a book for children. 

Parker Gillmore (“ Ubique ”) has just pub- /- 
lished in England a book on “Prairie Farms and 
Prairie Folk.” 

Several English writers of importance will 
shortly publish : Ruskin, his six Michaelmas-tide 
lectures at Oxford, on the Elements of Sculpture, 
under the terrible title, “ Aratra Pentelici,” the 
former word meaning ploughs, the other being the 
name of a mountain near Athens whence came a 
fine marble; Arthur Helps, his “ Thoughts on 
Government ”; Frances Power Cobbe, “ Darwin- 
• ians in Morals and other Essays ” and “ Creeds of 
the East and Speculation of the West.” 

J. Wiley & Son will reprint Ruskin’s, and Rob¬ 
erts Bros. Help’s, new work. 

The last act of the late H. T. Tuckerman was 
to pen a brief note, the Saturday night before he 
died, to his friend and publisher, Mr. G. P. Put¬ 
nam, in reference to the works of Hon. John P. 
Kennedy, which he had just finished editing. He 
was .then failing rapidly, and the precious memento 
is but an undecipherable scrawl. Mr. Tuckerman 
refused to accept remuneration, either for his bio¬ 
graphy of Mr. Kennedy, an old and dear friend, one 
of whose literary executors he was, or for the editing 
of his works. Of the latter, three volumes remain, 
to be published next month by the Messrs. Putnam : 
his “ Journey in Europe and other Journals,” “ Po¬ 
litical Papers,” and “Miscellanies,” uniform with 
those preceding. On these Mr. Tuckerman’s last 
literary work was done. The Putnams will also 
print immediately, chiefly for private circulation, 
a memorial of the late critic, containing Dr. Bel¬ 
lows’s funeral address and a fine portrait. 

The Wonders of Electricity and a book on Ara¬ 
bia are the forthcoming volumes of the Scribners’ 
two new “libraries.” They will be ready in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

The Putnams have arranged with Miles. Sel¬ 
ma Borg, and Marie A. Browne, translators of the 
Schwartz novels, for translations of those of Aug-. 
Blanche, who is highly spoken of as one of the 
most interesting and popular Swedish hedonists. 

The first volume, “ The Bandit,” will be issued in 
February. 

Commencing with February, D. Appleton & Co. * 
succeed Hurd & Houghton as publishers of all the 
editions of Cooper’s novels. They propose to issue 
from new stereotype plates, with new illustrations, 
a popular edition, in paper, octavo, at fifty cents, of 
which the first volume, “The Last of the Mohi¬ 
cans,” will be ready in February. 

Dodd & Mead’s first spring publication will in¬ 
clude Hesba Stretton’s novel, “Bede’s Charity;”

“ Bible Lore,” a volume on the rare MSS., notable 
characteristics, etc., of the Bible, deferred from fall ; 
and a new edition of that popular book “ Lamps, 
Pitchers, and Trumpets.”

It will 
be issued in large octavo form, in neat paper covers, 
and will be printed from new and clear type. Each 
novel will be embellished with many spirited and 
characteristic illustrations, fengraved on wood from 
designs made expressly for this edition. The ele¬ 
gance, beauty, and extraordinary cheapness of this 
publication will commend it to the hearts and 
pockets of all admirers of Dickens, and fully justi¬ 
fy its claim to be entitled the Household Edition. 
The qualities of elegance and cheapness have 
rarely been so successfully combined. The first 
volume of this edition, Oliver Twist, 8vo., paper, 
with twenty-eight illustrations by J. Mahoney, 
price 50 cents, is just ready for publication, and 
will be followed in quick succession by Martin 
Chuzzlewit and other novels. 

J. Sabin & Sons have in preparation a little work 
called “The Book Buyer’s Assistant in the Forma¬ 
tion of a Choice Library, being a Catalogue 
Raisonne of the best editions of the best writers on 
subjects of general interest. A few copies will be 
printed on writing paper, on one side of the page 
only, so as to form a ready-made catalogue of a 
general library, with room f®r manuscript addi¬ 
tions. 

G. P. Putnam & Sons have in press The Best 
Reading, a guide for Librarians and Book-buyers, 
including Suggestions for Household Libraries, 
with Hints for Systematic Reading, and lists of the 
most desirable and important books, under 500 
subject-headings. 

Injuries of Nerves and their Consequences , a new 
work by S. Weir Mitchell, M. D. (Lippincott), is 
eagerly looked for by non-professional readers as 
well as by professional ones, as it is known that it 
is the result of many years of profound study and 
extended experience in the treatment of nervous 
diseases. 

Allen and Greenough’s new Latin Grammar, 
in press by Ginn Brothers, prepared on the basis 


of the “ Manual,” and with sections to correspond',, 
will contain about 300 pages, including a full exhi¬ 
bition of the forms and principles of the language,, 
illustrated from the most recent studies and re¬ 
searches. 

A Yale Almanac, full of fun and caricature, will 
shortly appear. 

Pens and Types is the title of a little book by 
Benjamin Drew (Lee & Shepard), containing such, 
hints and guides for people who write for the press, 
and printers as long experience in the work of 
proof-reading has taught him to be essential. 

Jos. Sabin & Sons are agents here for W. Pe¬ 
terson’s (of Edinburgh) issue for private circula¬ 
tion, to subscribers only, of a series of those 
dramatists, mainly writers of comedy, who flour¬ 
ished after the extinction of the Commonwealth- 
Six volumes a year will be issued, the first year’s 
being the dramatic works of Sir William Dave- 
nant and the hitherto uncollected works of John 
Crowne. Only 629 copies will be published. 

J. Munsell will publish for the American An¬ 
tiquarian Society a new edition, from a revised copy 
left by the author, of “ The History of Printing in 
America, with a Biography of Printers and an Ac¬ 
count of Newspapers,” etc., by Isaiah Thomas,. 
LL.D., with an appendix containining entirely 
new articles upon early printing in Spanish Ameri¬ 
ca and the United States ; a list of publications in 
the United States prior to 1776 ; and other matters 
of later information relating to printers and print¬ 
ing on this continent. 

Munn & Co., publishers of the Scientific Ameri¬ 
can, have published a small, neatly-bound volume 
of 120 pages, containing the complete census of 
1870 by counties, and the population of the princi¬ 
pal cities ; the new patent laws in full, with forms,, 
official rules, directions how to obtain patents, 
copyrights, regulations for trade-marks, assign¬ 
ments, how to sell patents, etc. ; also, a large va¬ 
riety of valuable information relating to water¬ 
wheels, steam-engines, and other mechanism, with 
many useful tables and recipes, diagrams of me¬ 
chanical movements, etc. 

The Mc?noirs of Talleyrand are at last to be giv¬ 
en to the world. They were long withheld, from 
fears lest the revelations they contain damaging to 
the First Empire might lead to their seizure by the 
second. 

The new Dictionnaire de PAcademic, which is now 
being prepared, will consist, like the earlier edi¬ 
tions, of two volumes, but of much larger size, and 
with greatly increased contents. 

The Physical Atlas of France, constructed by the 
Observatory of Paris, will be published under the 
direction of M. Delaunay, Director of the Obser¬ 
vatory, and M. Marie Davy, chief of the Meteoro¬ 
logical Service. 

The fifth and sixth parts of the Supplement to 
the Conversatio7is Lexicon, published by Brock- 
haus of Leipsic, bring the eleventh edition down to 
our own times. In the fifth part are articles on 
the “Vatican Council,” the “ Commune of Paris,” 
and “ Darwinism ” ; while the sixth contains arti¬ 
cles on the “ German Empire,” the “ Franco-Ger¬ 
man War,” and full accounts of the German Ar¬ 
my, Navy, People, and Literature. 

Dr. E. H. von Baumhauer states that it is in¬ 
tended to found at Haarlem a society similar to 
the Smithsonian Institute at Washington, to be 
called the Society of Sciences {Hollaiidsche Maat- 
schappij voor Wetensc happen), for the purpose of 
exchanging the publications and periodicals of the 
Learned Societies. The various Societies of th* 
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Netherlands have agreed to effect their exchanges 
through this medium, and the secretary has the 
promise of the co-operation of many Learned Soci¬ 
eties in Europe and America. 

Dr. J. Petzhold, the learned author of “ Bibli- 
ographia Bibliographica,” is preparing a “ Biblio- 
graphia Dantesca,” beginning with 1865, the fourth 
centenary of Dante.

Smiles, author of “Self-Help” and like popular 
books, is well qualified to write interestingly and use¬ 
fully. The several chapters are on the influence of 
character, home power, companionship, example, 
work, courage, self-control, manner, the companion¬ 
ship of books, companionship in marriage, the dis¬ 
cipline of experience, and the like ; each is headed 
with quotations from eminent authors as text, and 
contains suitable and pleasant discussions of the 
topic, illustrated with numerous entertaining anec¬ 
dotes from the lives of eminent men. It is a good 
book for all, but is especially valuable to put into 
the hands of young people. The Harpers will 
publish it January 19, in a neat green cloth 121110. 

The Science of Religion is one of which 
Prof. Max.Muller, of Oxford, is a leading student 
and expositor. A volume from him will be pub¬ 
lished by Charles Scribner & Co., under this title, in 
a serviceable i2mo, in brown cloth, January 20. It 
comprises, first, four lectures on the science of re¬ 
ligion, delivered at the Royal Institution, in which 
he institutes a comparison between the several 
religions which have flourished on the earth. 

' Acknowledging that some will regard a science of 
religion as questionable, he declares that he also 
believes religion has a right to our highest rever¬ 
ence ; but he says: “ I make no secret that true 
Christianity seems to me to become more and more 
exalted the more we appreciate the treasures of 
truth hidden in the despised religions of the world,” 
and this result is only to be arrived at by using the 
same method for all religions. He considers'then 
the eight religions with which “the library of the 
Sacred Books of the whole human race "is com¬ 
plete.” There is no religion which does not con¬ 
tain what Rabbi Hillel called the quintessence of 
all religions, the simple warning, “ Be good, my 
boy! ” And a universal charity is the moral 
which he draws. Prof. Muller’s lecture, from the 
German, on Buddhist Nihilism, and his trans¬ 


lation of Buddha’s Dhammapaday or, “ Path of 
Virtue,” that part of those sacred writings said to 
have come from Buddha’s own lips, are also given. 
The book is very philosophical, but yet of very 
general, interest; it will attract especial attention 
in the college towns and in other places of con¬ 
siderable culture. 

The new edition, at $1 25 per volume, of Julia 
Kavanagh’s novels, now publishing by the Apple- 
tons, is very handsome and attractive in binding, 
and well gotten up, in . cloth i2mo. Besides 
“Nathalie,” already out,* “Daisy Burns” and 
“ Queen Mab ” will be issued this month. 

Blade o’ Grass is the taking title of the Christ¬ 
mas tale by B. F. Farjeon—that new English novel¬ 
ist whose “Joshua Marvel ” caused people to ask if 
here were not the successor of Dickens—and of his 
little heroine as well. The story is a sad one, and 
there is no conclusion to it; the author leaves us 
with the problem on our hands. Blade o’ Grass 
is a little waif—one of twins, motherless, and for¬ 
saken by their father. The other one is adopted 
into a good family, and turns out well ; Blade o’ 
Grass’ story is that of thousands of the poor out¬ 
casts of the street. The contrast is dramatically 
worked out. The writer has made several studies 
in the direction of those of Dickens, and the story 
is likely to be very widely talked about. The 
Harpers publish it January 19. 

Reading Without Tears, the series of picture 
alphabets and easy sentences, forming a pleasant 
mode of learning to read, has long been a favorite. 
The two volumes will be published in one, January 
19, by the Harpers, in square i6mo, gilt cloth. It 
is illustrated with little cuts which take a child’s 
eye. 

The Abominations of Society has been the 
general subject of a series of Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage’s vigorous and effective sermons at the spa¬ 
cious Brooklyn Tabernacle, and these, with others, 
will be published February 1, under the above title, 
in a i6mo. of fine, large type, by Adams, Victor & 
Co., 98 William st. A sermon on the social evil, 

“ The House of the Blackness of Darkness,” is an 
outspoken and terrible denunciation calculated to 
arouse wide horror of its insidious poisonings. 
Other vices of the times, stock gambling, “leprous 
newspapers,” white and black lies, intemperance, 
“the massacre by needle and sewing-machine,” etc., 
receive telling and resounding blows, but there are 
quieter words about “the good time coming” as 
well. The writer says in his preface : “The book 
is is not more for young men than old. The Cala¬ 
bria was wrecked ‘ the last day out.’ Nor is the 
book more for the men than women. The best 
thing that God ever made is a good woman, and 
the worst that the devil ever made is a bad one.” 
The book is sure to sell widely. 

The American Baron, Prof. Jas. De Mille’s 
humorous novel, which has been published in Har¬ 
per's Magazine , will be issued by the same house in 
book form January 19. Its features have already- 
been well advertised by publication in that every¬ 
where circulated monthly, but we may notice that 
its heroine is a vivacious young girl, who is always 
having her life saved by some horrid man who im¬ 
mediately pops the question, the happy man at last 
being a vigorous American who has by his ’cute 
service in the Pope’s army become a Roman baron. 
The adventures among Italian brigands make the 
book sufficiently sensational and Prof. De Mille’s 
knack at “mixing things” complicates the plot 
labyrinthinely. 
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JOURNALISTIC. 

The Lakeside Monthly for January has been pre¬ 
pared with great care and much labor. It al¬ 
most entirely occupied with the story of the 
“ great fire,” and probably the most complete rec¬ 
ord of the disaster. The trade will be especially 
interested in the statistics of the losses of institu¬ 
tions of science, art, and literature, of bookstores, 
periodicals, and daily papers. The Lakeside prom¬ 
ises great improvement, and announces as one of 
its new attractions, “Life in the West Twenty 
Years Ago,” a serial story by D. H. Wheeler. 

The City, a new monthly, promises by its ele- 
’gant appearance to be a decided success. Sumner, 
Greeley, Hilgard, Wykoff, Bellows, etc., are con¬ 
tributors.

The American Historical Record is the title of a 
new periodical devoted to the history and antiqui¬ 
ties of America, edited by Benson J. Lossing and 
published by Chase & Town, Philadelphia. 

The Kansas Magazine , a new monthly, full of 
Western vigor, hails from Topeka. Price $4 per 
annum. The trade supplied by R. A, Heim & Co., 
Atchison, Kan. 

Every Saturday has gone back to its old chaste 
appearance, and has profited much by the change. 
It is convenient in size, in good type, on excellent 
paper, and the selections are varied and interest¬ 
ing.
